LMFORANDUM BY THE GERLAN DELEGATION

EXCELETION KEQUEST CONCEENING THE EXPORT OF

180 Kis. OF RaILWAY SIGNALLING CABLE TO BULGARIA.

The German Delegatiocn have the honour to subnit the following
exception request to the Coumittecs.

The Bulgarien State Railways intend to electrify the railway line
fron Sofia to Turkey via Plovdiv. The work of electrificaticn is to be
completed by the end of 1960. In & first stege, work will begin on the Scfia~
Plovdiv line. The electric locomotives will be delivered by the Scviet Union,
while the conduction equipment is to be supplied by the German Federal Republic.

The Bulgarien State hailways have asked for an estimate for the
delivery of 180 Kus. of 28-pair railway signalling cables. The copper mains,
1.2 om. in diameter, will be sheathed in eluninium. Bulgaria esks also for
the required accessories and for 5 Kase. of staticn-approach cables having from
one to thirty pairs with copper meins of 1.2 mm. dianeter, sheathed in lead.
The cabtles are covered by the definition of Item 1526. The value of the order
is apprcxinately $ 477,000,

Fourteen pairs ¢f the signalling cable will be loaded and will be
used for coumunications between the terminal posts at stations and interne—
Giary halts. Ten non-locaded pairs are to serve for intercommunication between
the various block-stations and for lisison with the watchmen on the line. After
the whole ¢f the line from Sofia to Turkey is finished, it is planned to equip
four non-loaded pairs with four 1l2-channel frequency-carrying systems. In the
gase of the line bLetween Sofia and Plovdiv, a single 1l2-channel frequency-—
car¢y1nb systewu is prcvided fer.

The cable-laying will be carried out under the supervision of
German technicians, who will alsc ccntrel the installation of the equipnent.

Before continuing negotiations with the Bulgarian authorities, the
German firus wish for assurances that they will be able to obtain an export
licence upon conolusion of the contract.

The German authorities are of opinion that this export will serve
the interests of the Free world, since it will facilitate and speed up inter-
national traffic on this section of the Orient-Expr.ss line. The German
Federal Repubiic State kailways support this request and believe that the
other railway companies interested in this line are also in favour of its
electrification. In these circumstances the German authorities wish to issue
the licence and hope that the Committee will give their approval to this
request, which is submitted as an ad hoc case in accordance with the introduc—
tion to COCOM Document 3620.

The German Delegation would be glad to have the Committee's views
as soon as possible.
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
